Cutting the Fuelwood 
By I. C. Marritt 


The late fall and early winter is 
the ideal season for cutting the fuel. 
wood. The weather is cool but not too 
cold. There is little snow on the 
ground and this facilitates walking 
and working in the woods. Fallen 
trees and branches can be picked up 
and piled. ‘ 

The question of what trees to cut 
should be given cliveful consideration. 
and if the owner is not doing the 
work he should mark the trees to be 
cut. Some woodlot owners make a 
practice of blazing the trees to be re. 
moved before the leaves fall as it is 
much easier to pick out the trees that 
are dead'and dying than when the 
Jeaves are off. The value of the wooc 
lot 20.50 years hence will depend 
largely on the method and care that 
is taken now. The cutting of the 
fuelwood may be utilized as a means 
of improving growing conditions. In 
many cases the woodlot may be left 
in better condition for future growth 
because all trees, even if partially 
decayed, may be jitilized for fuel. 


Examples 


1. Thin a 20 acre second growth 
stand rather than ‘clear out a small 
area each year. The result of this ma- 
nagement will be a mich more valu. 
able property 25 to 50 years hence. If 
the stand is of valuable species such 
as pine, white ash and sugar maple. 
the timber would be worth $2,000. to 
$3,000. while if it had been clear cut 
the value would be only a few hun. 
dred dollars. The crooked, defective 
wood and dead trees would be re. 
moved while the;healthy.  strairht 
ones would be left to gyow into valu. 
able timber, ) 

2. Cut decayed trees rather than 
round healthy onss. 

In manv instances more wood is 
decaying on a tree each Vear than is 
being produced. In other words, the 
tree is decreasing in value. 

3. Select large mature trees ra. 
ther than healthy medium-size. 

Trees 4 to 15 inches in diameter are 
vigorous and will put on more growth 
usually than the larger sized trees. 
By following this practice an owner 
will approach the ideal which is to 
grow the maximum of valuable wood 
per acre. 

4. Remove trees that are interfer. 
ing with and holding back saplings 
and young trees that have started 
beneath them. 

5. Do not cut valuable 
into fuelwood.

branches to urge farmers to adopt a 
slimmer diet in their respective ter.

Lately hogs have been turning up 
for the market tipping the scale at 
230 pounds or more when they should 
weigh a modest 200 pounds. The De. 
partment has urged the slimmer diet

An inquest juryman’s recommenda. 
tion that municipal police officers be

| mine accidents was forwarded Friday 


to Attorney.General Gordon Conant 
and Mines Minister Paul Leduc. 

Tommy Church, Teck Township 
councillor and member of the Interna. 
tional committee of the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, submitted 
the recommendation as a rider after 
the jury inquiring into the deaths of 
John Holubec and Vito Viaisavgevic 
in Lake Shore Mine on December 27, 
declared death accidental.

Queen Elizabeth are to pay Canada 
and the United States, starting in 
May.
